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There  was  an  additional  change  in  the  Staff  during  the  year,  another 
member  having  joined  H.M.  Forces,  making  six  in  all. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Kate  of  83;  per  1,000  is  14  lower  than  in  1916, 
which  was  then  the  lowest  of  which  I have  any  record.  This  continued  decrease 
in  the  face  of  war  conditions  is  highly  satisfactory,  and  bears  out  the  experience 
of  1916  that  home  conditions  and  child  welfare  have  never,  on  the  whole,  been 
in  such  a satisfactory  state. 

The  Health  Visitors,  in  connection  with  Infant  and  Child  welfare  paid 
a total  of  4,060  home  visits  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  infants 
visited  was  1540. 

The  percentage  of  Births  attended  by  Medical  men  was  70.1,  and  by 
Midwives  29.9 

The  principal  Causes  of  Death  show  an  increase  in  cancer,  a marked 
decrease  in  Diarrhoeal  Diseases,  in  the  Wasting  Diseases  of  Infants,  and  in 
violence,  and  a decrease  in  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Influenza,  and  organic 
Heart  Disease. 


The  Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  as  follows  : — Scarlet 
Fever,  23  ; Enteric  Fever,  9 (including  2 in  the  Port) ; Diphtheria,  84 

Erysipelas,  7 ; Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  18  ; Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  83  ; 

other  Tuberculous  Diseases,  26;  Measles,  201;  German  Measles,  111;  and 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  2. 

The  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
were  as  follows  : — Scarlet  Fever,  20  ; Enteric  Group,  10  ; Diphtheria,  80 ; 

Total  110. 


Little  difficulty  arose  during  the  year  in  dealing  w ith  conditions  arising 
from  the  Naval  and  Military  situation,  and  no  matter  worthy  of  special  mention 
occurred. 

Cases  of  sickness  in  the  Port  were  six  only — Rheumatism,  Heart 
Disease,  Bronchitis,  Influenza,  and  2 Enteric. 

The  Sanitary  work  has  been  well  maintained,  notwithstanding  difficulties 
of  staffing.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  duties  as  Food  Inspector  have  been 
considerably  increased  by  the  continuous  inspection  of  tinned  ration  manufacture 
and  other  conditions  arising  out  of  the  war.
